Despite  repeated  visits  end  requests  for 
improvements, there  are  still  some  occupiers  who  have  taken 
no  appreciable  steps  to  remedy  serious  contraventions  of  the 
Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the  conditions  of  these  premises 
is  very  unsatisfactory. 

During  the  year,  a request  was  made  by  a shop- 
keeper for  advice  regarding  the  admitting  of  dogs  into 
Pood  Premises . Whilst  there  is  no  legislation  prohibiting 
this  undesirable  practice,  a circular  letter  together  with 
a ©mail  notice  was  sent  to  all  food  premises  within  the 
District  and  the  occupiers  were  asked  to  co-operate  in  the 
matter  - as  apart  from  the  question  of  obvious  contamination 
of  foodstuffs,  dogs  are  capable  of  harbouring  and  transmitting 
infections  and  parasites  affecting  human  beings.
